Enough protests are on file 
from property owners to result 
* | in cancellation of the proceedings 
for annexation of College Heights 
to Upland, it was reported yes- 
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The approval by the Ontario 
Association of Commerce and 
Industry of the UCLA report on 
Chaffey’s master plan will be 
received with mixed feelings 
throughout the vast school dis- 
trict. 

For example, Etiwanda citi- 
zens who have a major assessed 
valuation at their command, 
are not going to readily follow 
the lead of the Ontario citizens 
who have twice defeated previ- 
ous Chaffey bond issues. 

People in other areas will’ also 
remember the long delay in our 
school building program due to 
apparent unfounded opposition 
in the past. 


NEW CHURCHES 


Almost every long-established . 
church in Upland is in the midst 
of a building program. The Na- 
zarene church lead: the way at 
the outset of the expansion 
movement with its new W. Ninth 
St. plant. The Baptist church is 
now occupying its new building 
on W. lith St., as well as the 
present facilities on Sultana Ave.

The Presbyterian church will 
be building in the future on its 
Euclid Ave. site, south of Foot- 
hill Bivd. St. Mark’s Episcopal 
church has been acquiring pro- 
perty and steadily expanding to 
accommodate ‘the increasing 
members. The Brethren in Christ 
church has cleared the site of 
its new facilities on Arrow Hwy. 
and San Antonio Ave. The Meth- 
odist church recently purchased 
property south of its sanctuary 
and a new educational building 
is planned there. 


CUCAMONGA MAIL 


This is what The Cucamonga 
Times said last week about the 
forthcoming charge in the mail 
service: 

“Marking the greatest single 
improvement in our mail serv- 
ice here since Abraham Lincoln 
appointed our first postmaster, 
city mail delivery service will 
be inaugurated Monday by the 
Cucamonga post office.’’ 

We cannot accept that state- 
ment but nevertheless that is 
what Scoop Foster said. There 
have been many other good im- 
provments. 


In any event, the start of city 
mail delivery service in Cuca- 
monga is highly significant as 
well as historic. Two city car- 
riers are now on the job where 
formerly only one R.F.D. car- 
rier served the community. 

Cucamonga is destined to grow 
faster than any other commun- 
ity in the county during the next 
five years. 


MORE INDUSTRY? 


Where is Upland going to place 
more industries? 

With Mayor E. Tweed Stone 
and others from this area on 
an eastern junket to get more 
industries, it is timely to ob- 
serve that only about 60 acres 
within the city limits is zoned 
for industry. 

These 60 acres are along the 
Santa Fe right-of-way and on 
Campus Ave, near 14th St. It 
is very possible that owners of 
“selected light industry’? might 
not favor these sites as com- 
pared with more favorable lo- 
cations in other cities. 

We know the city planning 
commission members are con- 
sidering other possible areas for 
industrial locations. It is gen- 
erally agreed that Upland does 
not seek heavy industries but 
plenty of space should be avail- 
able for all. good, light indus- 
trial developments.

To Feature Talk 
Of Local Needs 


A master plan for Upland muni- 
cipal development is being for- 
mulated. 


Riverside city is in the process 
of realizing its master plan and 
representatives of that munici- 
pality will be here Oct. 16 to 
confer with Upland officials. 

Three major phases of local 
development are receiving special 
attention: 

1. Expansion of the city hall to 
provide adequate facilities for 
serving an enlarged community. 

2. Water supply, its source, 
storage and distribution. 

3. Park development, acquisi- 
tion of sites, improvements and 
financing. 

Along with all members of the 
city council, City Manager Elwin 
Alder is aware of the future 
needs. 

“Rather than to wait until we 
are overwhelmed with a popula- 
tion too large for our facilities, 
we believe that now is the time 
to make plans and to take the 
preliminary steps,’’ a council 
spokesman -declared, 

‘Most people are well aware 
of the changing times and the 
steady influx of residents. Pur- 
pose of the long-range planning 
is to anticipate our needs and to 
provide for our needs before we 
become overwhelmed with popu- 
lation growth problems.”’ 

Mr. Alder said that Riverside

ed a master plan after many]. 


community leaders had studied 
the needs. 

“Committees were appointed to 
give special study to specific 
problems and. to make recom- 
mendations,”’ the Uplander éx- 
plained. “It is possible that a 
similar plan might be followed 
here. At least, we want to learn 
from the Riverside experience 
and that is why the October meet- 
ing is planned.’ 

In the city council meeting 
Thursday night, the councilmen 
informally discussed the need for 
a long range development pro- 
gram and asked Mr. Alder to ar- 
range for the conference with 
Riverside officials, This meeting 
will be in the city hall here. 

While the local city hall is at 
present adequate, space is very 
limited and facilities will not be 
large enough to provide as a head 
quarters for public services 10 
years from now. 

What is to be done about the 
municipal building? is one ques- 
tion to be answered in the long 
range planning. 

Likewise, with the city’s water 
system. While the number of 
wells and reservoirs and basic 
system of distribution is sufficient 
for the immediate future, the 
need for additional facilities is 
known to those in charge of this 
department. Special attention is 
scheduled to be given to this 
phase of future planing. 

The councilmen are concerned 
about the park program — ob- 
taining of sites and development 
of the sites to serve the new 
thousands of people scheduled to 
come here.

This step means an outlay of 
33,332,800 for high school éxpan- 
sion and $4,883 190 for a new jun- 
ior college site and construction 
for 1800 students. This is a total 
of $8,215,590. 

Superintendent Dan B. Milliken 
and members of the Chaffey 
board expressed approval of the 
ACI endorsement. “If the voters 
seem to favor this kind of a pro- 
gram, I believe the Chaffey board 
will try to act at the earliest 
possible date.’’ 

Phase No. 1 for the high school 
includes purchase of new- sites 
in Monte Vista, Cucamonga-Alta 
Loma, southeast Ontario and Eti- 
wanda, $430,000; complete Upland 
high school for 1800 students, 
$1,222,800 and build Monte Vista 
high school, $1,680,000. 

For the junior college, step No. 
1 proposes to purchase a 200 acre 
site in the Etiwanda district for 
$600,000 and-construction of build- 
ings for $4,283,100. 

It is proposed the high school 
district buy the junior college 
share of the Euclid campus, al- 
though no provisions are indicat-| 
ed for funds to handle this situ- 
ation.

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The Chaffey Master Plan — 
And The New H. S. District 


Likely to be a subject for lengthy discussion is the “Master 
Pian For Chaffey High School and Junior College”, which 
was made public last week. The 150-page volume is the work 
of a team of UCLA professors, who analyzed the local edu- 
cational system and visioned its future developement. 


While the volume contains much information about pop- 
“ulation growth, the document really tells us nothing new. In 
fact, it adds confusion to the situation, instead of clarity in 
trying to find a real solution to the classroom problems. It 
leaves loopholes in the so-called “master plan.” 


Perhaps there may be one major advantage in the report 
— it provides a platform for use by the former opponents of 
Chaffey bond issues in turning about in their attitude on 
future bond proposals. The two most recent Chaffey bond 
issues were defeated due to the attitude of various Ontario 


interests. tits 


These “interests” asked the Chaffey board to employ a 
team of “experts” to study the local situation and to prepare 
a master plan. Thus, we have the plan from the UCLA pro- 
fessors — at a cost of $4,500. Much of the information about 
classroom needs had ben previously and adequately out- 
lined by Superintendent Dan Milliken. All persons in close 
touch with the rapidly expansion, were aware that by 1965 
our population would be many. many thousands more than 
today. 


Nevertheless, the document is something the “opponents” 
wanted — and they may now use it for their tum-about. We 
hope they do just that and sincerely back Mr. Milliken and 
the Chaffey board. 


The UCLA report, however, will not be received with 
much enthusiasm in the Upland-Foothill district. These experts, 
with an apparent background of metropolitan experience, look 
upon the entire area as ideal for maintenance of one large 
school district. 


Authors of the master plan apparently ignored the many 
conflicts of interest between Ontario and the foothill areas 
when they recommended continuation of one large Chaffey 
district. There is no common community interest that binds all 
of us together. Rather, there are enough differences to make 
such a large, diversified district highly unsatisfactory. 


Historically, Ontario has been the center of things but in 
the changing era, each of the other districts is establishing 
a strong, individual, localized identity. It is well known also 
that fundamental differences exist between Ontario and the 
foothill area, Ontario's municipal policy of dense population 
and a policy of large high schools is in direct contrast to Up- 
land’s plan of less dense development and small high schools. 


Furthermore, a new high school district for the foothill 
communities could be maintained at a LOWER rate than if 
the present Chaffey district is continued. 


Look at the past concerning Ontario's attitude toward 
high school education — and one should be able to judge the 
future — unless the critics accept the leadership of Mr. Milli- 
ken and the Chaffey board. re 


If the Ontario leaders accept the UCLA report, it may be 
regarded only as one expedient way of trying to help fore- 
stall the movement to form a new high school district. 


Another question is overlooked in the UCLA report. What 
is actually going to happen to the Euclid Ave. campus, now 
occupied by the high school and the junior college? 


The UCLA report recommends purchase: ‘of a 200-acre’ 
site for the college near Etiwanda and usé"of the present col- 
lege facilities for serving 3,500 high school students. 


Such a policy is very likely to be questioned from a stand- 
point of economics and quality of education, To a layman, 
it seems absurd to convert expensive college laboratories and 
other specialized equipment into high school classrooms. 


Furthermore, the college district owns the facilities on the 
north half of the Euclid campus — yet there is no mention of 


any financial provision for the high school district buying 
these facilities, 


Removal of the college campus to a recommended lo- 
cation near Etiwanda may be the educator's idea — but it 
is likely the hundreds of adults using the campus for night 
school would not be too eager in authorizing the change, even 


though such a change might be fair to residents in eastern 
part of the district. 


Above all, a solution to 
lem is the big objective. 


_ Formation of a new Foothill high school district would 
give a very early solution. If that is not possible, then a bond 
issue of about $10,000,000 — more or less — approved by 
two-thirds of the Chatfey voters would provide a solution.
